Los Ageles Fruit Auction 


Holds Phenomenal Sale 


Six million four hundred thousand j 


Suscious navel oranges and 800,000 
Bour lemons were auctioned off for 
$70,000 Wednesday afternoon at the 
first anniversary sale of the Pacific 
Fruit Auction market, No. 1320 Pro- 
duce street. 


Seventy-live carloads of the fanciest 


foothill navel oranges and five car- 
toads of lemons were sold at the rate 
of one carload- a minute. This is the 
largest amount on record ever offered 
in one auction. One day in New York 
last season a total of seventy-one car- 
loads were offered in three different 
auction markets, but all three togeth- 
er did not equal Wednesday's world's 
record consignment. 


Hundreds of leading citrus 
fruit 


buyers, brokers and shippers attended 
the big golden fruit sale. The oranges 
came from every Southern California 
district south of the Tehachepi. Bach 
carload sold contains upward of 400 
boxes, with an average run of 200 
oranses to the box. 


The fruit was sold for spot cash, 


f.o.b. tne coast. 


The oranges were sold by sample 


under the guarantee of the packing- 
house sending it. 
Each orange and 


lemon in the huge consignment was 
guaranteed to be free from frost. Six- 
ty per cent of the cars - are already 
loaded for eastern shipment. 


The fruit brought a better average 


price than has been previously obtain 
ed this season. Fancy Washington na 
vels averaged $1.85 a box, and in sev 
oral instances brought as high as 
$2.10. 


The first carload of fancy navels 


were sold by Auctioneer C. Reed Wa 
terman to Charles Johnson for $1.85 
Johnson is one of the heaviest citrus 
buyers in the state. He bought sev 
eral carloads before the rapid-fire auc 
tioneer rapped the gavel for the las 
call . The lowest price was $1.25 a' 
box for a carload of standard-size or- 
anges.

The scythe was being prepared for Daniel to use. Daniel never liked 
manual laboi 
He found fault with the way the scythe was "hung," 


and his father changed the ''set " of it, several times, finally becoming 
disgusted. lie told Daniel 1o "hang'' it himself. 
Daniel "bung" it 


up in an apple tree. 


Senator Works docs not want, the walnut, growers to furnish him 


with the information by which to fight for a tariff on walnuts. Tie 
does not want to fight for a tariff on anything. Tf ever there was a 
free-trader in Washington, it is Senator Works. 
His attitude on 


walnuts is the replica of his altitude concerning oranges. 
Senator 


Works did not figure in the fight last year to keep the solons from 
juggling with the citrus tariff. 
His name was tacked on to the 


victory by the writers for "progressive" newspapers, but Works was 
not a fighter for the retention of tariff. 
He does not believe in a 


tariff, and he does not intend to fight, for one. Mr. Works has no 
faith in the tariff. 
And Works without faith is worse than faith 


without works. 


Recently, the orange growers of Covina listened to a lecture by 


G. Harold Powell, secretary-manager of the Citrus Protective League, 
who came to Covina to show the growers what is being done to fur- 
nish senators and representatives with material with which to fight 
for the retention of the citrus tariff. Powell's long stay in Sicily 
and the Spanish orange-growing districts resulted in a conclusive 
argument that we cannot compete with these countries in the raising 
of citrus fruits unless we have a tariff on these fruits. 
Now that this 


valuable data is ready, who is going to handle it in Washington? Is 
Works to hold the brief for the citrus-growers? What avails all this 
data, gathered at great expense, if a free-trader is to present the 
argument? 


President Taft is conscientiously carrying out the protective prin- 


ciples of the platform upon which ho was elected. He is a Republi- 
can. 
There are men in prominent political positions, supposed to be 


representing California, who call themselves Republicans, and who 
repudiate the policy of protective tariff. This is a trial at mixing oil 
with water. Repeatedly the Argus has said that you cannot set your 
face against every article in the tariff schedule and make an exception 
of oranges or California products. 
The "all for me and nothing for 


you" policy won't work out in Washington. 
And with Senator 


Works in the senatorial chamber, the citrus and walnut growers are 
in a fair way to find this out to their cost. 


The Old Board Should Be Re-Elected. 


The Covina city election takes place on April 8. There should be 


an earnest effort made to re-elect, the present board without change of 
personnel. A resume of the work of the past term will give any 
citizen the reason for this. 
The present board is the very best body 


of city fathers this municipality has ever had. 
What has been ac- 


complished during the last few years has eclipsed everything that 
•went before, and it would not have been so if we had had a board 
of trustees that was afraid to take action in the name of progress. 


The members who will either be up for re-election, or who will 


retire, are L. L. Ratekin, who is president of the board; E. P. Warner. 
chairman of the sewer committee; and W. M. Griswold. 
Mayor 


Ratekin has been on this board since the incorporation of the city. 
It is understood that he feels that the work is getting onerous, and 
that he would like a rest from public business. 
This is natural in 


any man, and especially in a man who has stood so consistently for 
the wel/arc of the city, and who has worked so hard for every pro- 
gressive thing which the city has been fortunate in getting. The 
city cannot afford to allow this man to drop down just now, however 
unjust it may seem to ask him to serve again. He is a valuable man. 
more valuable than ever before, especially as he has been the central 
point around which has been evolved a number of big, progressive 
things that are not yet finished, such as the Covina sewer system, the 
laying down of our streets in macadam and asphalt, and the coming 
questions of a municipal water plant and lighting plant. 


Such men as E. P. Warner and W. M. Griswold have made it possi 


ble for the city to take the progressive steps it has taken during tin- 
last few years. 
If the city can prevail upon them to sacrifice them 


selves for another term, every reasonable and righteous method should 
be taken to do so. We do not know what kind of men we can get ir 
their places. We do know that these men have done well, and that 
there is every reason to believe that thy will do well by the city in the 
future. 


IS IN A CRITICAL CONDITION. 


Chamber of Commerce President Says 


That Local Body Is Liable to 


Quit Suddenly. 


"If the Covina chamber of commerce 
is to continue, and show cause why it 
should continue, there must be a larg- 
or membership and more live ones to 
carry on the work." 


President 
George 
Griffiths 
made 


this statement this week, after a ses- 
sion of the board of directors of the 
chamber, called on Tuesday afternoon 
to devise ways and means of getting 
more members. The president said 
that the organization is in a critical 
condition. 


"The Covina Chamber of Commerce 


will cease to exist," said President 
Griffiths, "if the people of the valley 
do not take an interest in it further 
than what has been evinced during 
the last six months. Some of us are 
devoting time to this work, and our 
time is in some measure valuable. If 
the work is not to be appreciated by 
the people for whom we are working, 
we will quit, and the chamber of com- 
merce will be allowed to go by the 
board by default." 


The president went on to say that 


the little city of San Dimas, not as 
largo as Covina in any respect, has a 
membership of four hundred; Azusa 
has a strong chamber, with the boost 
spirit alive and working, and Glendora 
is carrying on public work with more 
spirit than is being evinced locally. 
The president says that unless the 
membership dues are collected, and 
a stronger support given, the secre- 
tary of the organization, now the only 
salaried man, will be dropped, and 
the chamber will become defunct. 


At the meeting a system was devis- 


ed wherein members who are inter- 
ested will canvass fn committees, and 
an attempt is to be made to arouse 
the people to a need of supporting the 
organization.

COULDN'T -WARM UP. 


The Church Choir Failures. 


Two weeks ago a salaried man, employed by a Covina church, re- 


signed from the position of choir-leader. He resigned because he fel 
that the choir-singers no longer took an interest in the work. The 
church officials were not able to get him to reconsider his action. 
Few professional men will resign a position f^or such a reason. 
They 


generally hold tho position as long as they can, whether the work is 
efficiently done or otherwise. But this man was more than usually 
conscientious. 


But the point that comes strongly to the fore is this—that no good 


music seems possible in any of the churches of Covina, because the 
choir-singers and members are not enough interested to make good 
music possible. 
In all the seven churches in Covina, there is not an 


organized choir at the present time. 
The choir-lofts are empty on 


.Sunday, and the congregational singing is much better imagined than 
heard. 


It does not need that there shall be a large number of fine singers 


in order to make a choir. It does not even need that there shall be 
even one or two fine singers. But it does mean that there shall be a 
goodly uumbt-r <,f singers who are willing to work wee'k after weel: 
under the direetii.n of a reasonably competent director. When this ih 
a fact, a jrood choir is maintained, and the result is often more than 
good. The trouble with church music in Covina. as elsewhere, is tha' 
the ones who can sing a little take no interest. 
Tl ere is nothing ser- 


ious in th<- action of coining to a weekly practice. 
It is an evening 


of mild entertainment and to be asked to work hard, under a strict, 
furriest director, is always tantamount to insult. 


There never will lie any gnod music in the Covina churches as long 


<is this ''don't care" feeling prevails among those who might help 
iaaK<- a choir. It is of no use to employ a choir director. 
Churches 


will not always get a choir director who will resign when he sees that 
-he can no longer "deliver the goods." The churches of Covina 
should close the choir lofts with finality, or else the singers must 
submit to a regular and strict organization, on a business basis, and 
be ready to pay the same attention to the work that they would if they 
vere under a binding contract. 
Otherwise, such effort is useless.

Theatrical Notes 


Landslide at the Auditorium. 


I 


, After rumors made and rumors de- 
nied, it is definitely announced that 
"The Landslide," the play which Aus- 
tin Adams' wrote and which was first 
produced in San Diego, will open for 
& week's run at the Auditorium thea- 
ter, on Monday, Fed. 26th, with Wed- 
nesday and Saturday matinees. The 
piece achieved instantaneous success 
fin the Bay city, where it scored a 
record-breaking run for four week's 
playing to capacity houses and attract- 
ing managers and critics from many 
parts of -the country. This unusual 
success was due in a large measure 
to the discussion which is the theme 
of the play—the near-election of a 
Socialist governor of California "a 
few years hence"—naturally started. 
But this by no means was the only 
reason for its. popularity, for as Othe- 
man Stevens wrote in the Los Angeles 
Examiner, Mr. Adams' effort, in the 
brilliancy of the epigram and the keen- 
ness of its wit, has rarely been sur- 
passed even by such dramatists as 
Isben, Bernard Shaw and Oscar Wilde. 


"The Landslide" is pure comedy, 


there being nothing in it at all re- 
sembling the melodramatic harrangue 
and tirades against the rich, such as 
is common in the so-called muck-rak- 
ing plays of recent years. 


The scene is laid in the palatial 


ranch house of a young muiti-million- 
aire, whose sympathies are with So- 
cialism, but whose personal tastes 
and traits are those of the luxury-lov- 
ing man of leisure and culture. He al- 
lows himself to be nominated for gov- 
ernor only on the assurance that he 
cannot possibly be elected, not in a 
"million 
years," 
but the 
landslide 


takes place and during the two or 
three hours of the action of the play 


- the simply unthinkable news comes 


that he is elected. The comedy lies 
in his own harrowed feelings and 
•those of his aristpcratic old aunt— 
a blue-blooded knickerbocker—and of 


' his college chum, "Burdie" Pell, the 


principal character of'the story. In 
one way or another pretty much all of 
the arguments for and against So- 
cialism are bandied back and forth 
by these people, the result being an 
evening's entertainment 
that is a 


perfect scream, with enough witty 
sham-piercing epigrams and sly thrust 
at much that is conventionally "re- 
spectable" to send the audience away 
thinking and arguing and guessing 
for days after. "The Landslide" has 
been looked forward to with such sin- 
glemindedness^ that it is certain to

To study what life and living be- 


ings are, and how the processes of 
life go on—this is the object of the 
Scripps Institution for biological re- 
search, at San Diego, which is about 
to be made a part of the University 
of California. 


Through the aid of Miss Ellen B. 


Scripps and Mr. E. W. Scripps, the* 
Scripps Institution for Biological Re- 
search has been built up until now 
it is recognized as one of the most 
significant and promising research in- 
stitutions in America. 
The city of 


San Diego some years ago provided 


a site 170 acres of pueblo lands at 


La Jolla, with naff a mile of ocean 
frontage. Here, through the support 
of the founders, was erected a fire- 
proof concrete laboratory, containing 
twelve research rooms for scientific 
investigators, an aquarium, a library, 
a combined lecture room and general 
laboratory, apparatus rooms, etc. 


There was provided also the two- 


masted schooner Alexander Agassiz, 
a 
70-foot 
boat—18-foot 
beam—with 


auxiliary gasoline engines of a capa- 
city of 70 horse-power. The Agassiz 
is fitted out with the standard equip- 
ment of the International Commission 
for investigation of the sea, including 
apparatus for sounding, for dredging 
to a depth of 6,000 feet, for trawling, 
for hydraulic work, and for plankbon 
work—or the saudy of minute floating 
life in the sea. The boat is thoroughly 
seaworthy and available for collecting 
expeditions not only along the Cali- 
fornia shores, but for long deep-sea 
voyages as well. 


The rich variety of ocean life, both 


plant and animal, make the San Diego 
region an ideal place for research.' 
Director Ritter feels that the investi- 
gations of biological science have pro- 
found significance for all men. Among 
some of the current 
generalizations 


of science which he points out as af- 
fecting human life and thought are 
the recognition that all living crea- 
tures, including human beings, are 
subject in all respects of theory, na- 
tures to the principles of evolution; 
that the scientific doctrines of the 
struggle for life has been found to be 
far less widespread in its application 
than had until recently been thought, 
and that mutual helpfulness and a 
community life exist widely in nature, 
and sot an example for human socie- 
ty; that law and order reign in the 
organic world; that all living beings 
have, in nearly all their parts and 
functions, capacities fnr beyond those 
needed for ordinary life; that living 
beings must be understood from the 
point of view of the organism as a 
whole; and so that man as a whole 
must be regarded, and not merely in- 
dividuTil aspects of man; that laws of 
heredity prevail throughout nature, 
laws full of suggestion as to human 
inheritance and men's obligation to 
their offspring; and that apparently 
all the phenomena of living beings, 
including the highest aspects of hu- 
man nature, seem to be correlated 
with chemico-physical phenomena. 


To disseminate knowledge of the 


discoveries of: science as well its to 
discover new truth will bo an object 
of the Scripps Institution.

the Panama-California exposition end 
ed happily with the action of the sen 
ate committee in Washington in refus 
ing to abide by the program laid down 
in the agreement between the San 
Francisco and Sani Diego expositions 


This agreement was made two yean 


ago and restricted the San Diegi 
exposition to exhibits of archaeology 
ethnology, history, conservation recla 
matiou, and kindred subjects in th 
southwestern portion of the Uniteu 
States and in the republics of Latin 
America. 


San Die'go has lived up to the letter 


of the agreement, though it limited 
her enterprise: but when the senate 
committee declined to ratify it and 
instruct President Taft to issue the 
invitations to the Latin-American gov- 
ernments along those lines, the San 
Diegans whooped for joy, and the ex- 
position will now go to the whole 
world for its features, and will attract 
exhibitors and spectators from every 
country under the sun. 


San Diego is building now. The ad- 


ministration building of her exposi- 
tion Is to be occupied by the general 
offices in March. Her foreign depart- 
ment is organized and her agents will 
be able to start at once on the work 
of gathering the exhibits and features 
she wants for her exposition. It will 
be many months before San Francisco 
will be able to talk to exhibitors, and 
in the meantime San Diego will pick 
and choose for her exposition those 
things that will be unique and spec- 
tacular.
